DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to application 1 0/01 6,346, and amendment filed 
on 11/12/2003. Claims 4, 7 and 10-13 remain pending in the application. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Joseph A. Sawyer, Jr. (30,801 ) on 2/3/204. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 4, line 4, after "processor" insert --, wherein said at least one FPGA comprises 
high risk logic and said plurality of standard cells comprise common logic-; line 9, 
delete "cell" and insert -file-. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT AS TO THE REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 4, 7 and 10-13 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a network processor comprising a plurality of 
standard cells, said standard cells include common logic; a plurality of field 
programmable gate array (FPGA) cells, said FPGA cells include high risk logic; and a 
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processor local bus (PLB) and two on-chip peripheral buses (OPBs) coupled to a 
portion of the standard cells and portion of the FPGA cells, wherein the FPGA cells 
coupled to the PLB comprise an accelerator function and a PLB master/slave function, 
wherein the FPGA cells coupled to one the two OPBs are media interfaces; wherein the 
FPGA cells coupled to the other of the two OPBs are a GPIO processor function and an 
OPB master/slave function; wherein each of the plurality of cells can provide a specific 
function based upon field programming techniques to allow for customization of the 
network processor. In addition, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method 
for customizing a network processor as recited in the claims, specifically providing a 
custom logic file for a vendor of the network processor by a customer of the network 
processor, wherein a verification module is also provided within the custom logic file; 
programming the at least one FPGA cell by the vendor based upon the custom logic file 
in order to provide a customized network processor and verifying the customized 
network processor based upon the verification module supplied within the custom logic 
file.
